On e recent visit to Cariboo Indien Residential 
School, the laundry situation wes gone into, and I found that 
with existing fecilities, it is ebsolutely impossible to keep the 
children's clothing clean. 


One whole dey per week is occupied by all the 
girls in weshing clothes. ‘he following dey is taken up with iron- 
ing, and when the sheets from the boys' beds have to be washed, 
and their overells, two deys have to be spent in weshing. Under 
this arrangement, I do not think thet the sheets ere changed more 
then once e month, and the boys' overalls, on various occasions, 
appear to be quite dirty. 


Feather McGrath is quite ewere of this situation; 
in fact, it was one of the first things he went into efter coming 
to the Ceriboo School. He made inquiries at Vancouver from Sten- 
ley Brock, Limited, end received 6 quotation on 4 36 x $4 2-com- 

artment belt driven Monarch A Wood Washer, which wes quoted at 
713.00, f.0.b. Vancouver. The school,, however, has never hed 
the money available to purchase this machine. 


I understand that most of the other Indien Resi- 
dential Schools are equipped with 4 suitable sized weshing machine 
with ell the other equipment such as an extractor for drying the 
clothes, and electric ironer. I am not aware whether these wash- 
ing machines are supplied by the Department for the other Resi- 
dentiel Schools or not, but I would imagine thet where the Depert- 
ment hes put up the buildings, that they have also equipped seme. 


Despite the fact that the Ceriboo Indien School 
puildings belong to the Oblete Mission, 1 feel quite certein thet 
this expenditure for @ W&shing machine would do much to improve the 
situetion from e health standpoint. It stands to reason during 
the past epidemic that e terrific emount of weshing would have been 
required to keep things as they should be. 


While it is no doubt adviseble thet these Indian 


(over) 
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girls should know how to do the leundry work without any of the 
uodern conveniences, the amount of laundry that should be done 
in an establishment such as this would teke up far too much time 
for the girls, to the detriment of their academic and other 
activities, which mekes this institution less like a school and 
more like a penel institution. 


As I said before, Father McGrath reelizes this 
situation only too well, but epperently the funds are not evail- 
able as fer as the school is concerned, and I would strongly re- 
commend that the Department consider the purchese of the weshing 
mechine eas indicated above,and also one Canadian Underdrivea 
Solid Gurb Extractor, price for which can be obtained from Stan- 
ley Brock Limited, Vancouver, B.C. 


Father McGreth advises me that he will find a 
suitable power to operate this outfits 


I understand a priority is necessery to get 


this equipment, but no doubt same could be obtained for an in- 
stitution of this kind.

I have your letter of the 17th instant 
submitting a request for a machinery costing 
ke pee $1600 for the Cariboo Indian Residential 
se . 


When submitting the estimates for the 
fiscal year 1944-45 Indian Agent Christie requested 
$500 for laundry machinery for this school and this 
amount is ineluded in our appropriation for the 
fiscal year 1944-45. As you know, the Cariboo 
Sehool is a Chureh-owned building and funds for 
repairs, improvements and purchase of new equipment 
are provided in a special appropriation and we are 
only allowed to e nd at such schools the amount 
actually included in the appropriation. As you 
are also aware, our estimates for 1944-45 were 
prepared lest November, at which time, as stated 
above, we included the amount requested; namely, 
$500. You will, therefore, realize that it ise 
through no fault of this office that consideration 
was not given to providing the larger amount, but, 
in view of the conditions mentioned above, it will 
not be possible for the Department to consider an 
expenditure of $1613 for this equipment during the 
fiscal year 1944-45. 


I feel it is advisable for you to point 
out again to Indian Agent Christie that the 
requirements at his agency must be anticipated.

While the school is not 
owned by the Department, I would recommend in the interests of the 
pupils' health the provision of suitable equipment as sug ested 
above. ‘here are 121 pupils attending this school.

I have your letter of the first instant, 
with reference to the Cariboo Indian Residential School. 


As you state in the first paragraph of your 
letter, it is not possible for the Department to pay to 
the school the amount of unearned per capita. We are 
only permitted to pay per capita grant for the pupils 
actually in residence, as shormm by the quarterly returns. 
I note in the Principal's letter he states that the 
Missionaries have endeavoured to have the children re- 
turned to the school. I suppose that Indian Agent 
Christie has been assisting them, but, in any case I 
feel that the Agent might be again urged to make another 
attempt to have additional children placed in the school. 
There is no doubt thet there will be plenty of children 
available in the Azency. 


With regard to paying the accounts to which 
you refer in the second paragraph of your letter, you 
are aware that as Cariboo is classed as a church-owned 
school we are only permitted to expend, for repairs, 
improvements and the purchase of new equipment, the 
specific amount provided for the school in the current 
year's appropriation. The sum allotted to them in this 
year's Vote was $500.00, and we have already expended 
that amount. 


Mr. Hoey and I discussed your letter this 
morning and while we appreciate the financial difficulties 
under which the school is labouring, due particularly to 
lack of pupilage, we regret very much that for the reasons 
mentioned above we are not in a position to render any 
special assistance at the present time.

I have received a letter from Reverend Father 
McGrath, Principal of the Cariboo Indian Residential School, 4 
copy of which is enclosed, in which he refers to the drop in 
the earnings of the school for the last quarter, the enrollment 
being some twenty-one children below the quota of one hundred and 
twenty allowed for this school, and requesting that the Department 
favourably consider payment of the per capita grent on the basis 
of the full quota in order to assist the school to meet operating 
costs. I fail to see how this could be done in view of the 
regulations governing the payment of the per capita grant. 


The Principal lists two items on which outlays 
have recently been made from school funds, namely, renewal of 
flooring in the laundry $385.00, and laundry extractor $500.00, 
which expenditures probably would not have been incurred had the 
decline in enrollment been anticipated. If it were possible for 
the Department to reimburse the school for these outlays it would 
considerably help them. through the present difficulty. Father 
McGrath is doing his best to carry on under very difficult circum- 
stances and is deserving of any assistance in this respect that 
the Department is in a position to extend. 


I am afraid that the Oblate Order is going to find 
it extremely difficult to operate this school without loss even 
on the basis of a full attendance owing to the very high cost of 
maintaining in reasonably good re pair the very old group of 
buildings comprising the school. The time is certainly approaching, 
if it has not already arrived, when the existing setup should be 
examined in the light of what should be provided to meet Indian 
educational needs in the district. The owners of the school 
should gradually replace the present structures with new up-to-date 
school buildings and if they are not in a position to do so the 
question of the replacement of the school by a Departmentally owned

Dear Major McKay: 
Thank you very much for your kind 
rememberance of us at Christmas. I sincerely ope that you had 4 
pleasant Christmas and that the New Year will be a happy one for you. 
The children here enjoyed themselves very much. For the staff it 
was as usual a very busy and tiring time but it was worth it all 
to see the children so happy. Things are back to normal aguin now. 

I sent in our Quarterly Report a few days ago for the December 
Juarter. As ou Know our attendance has been down so far this 
year and our keport showed only 99 children instead of our noraml 
quota of 120. vUur Missionaris have tried to round up the necessary 
number but there are many yet of school age whan the parents want 
to keep home for another ycar. It seems to have become the custom 
up here in very many cases to keep the children home till they are 
around 10 and ll years old. Thet makes it very difficult to ;ret 
them into the higher grade before the time comes for them to leave 
at 16. However I am hoping that we will gradually be able to educate 
the varents along the right lines. ‘What is worrying me about the 
last Report is that our Per Capita Grant will be reduced in accordance 
with the lower attendance and if there was ever 4& time that we need 
our full Per Cepita Grant, it is now. We have put juite a lot of money 
into repairs and upkeep of the buildings. We have had to raise the 
salaries of our Instructors. It cost us $68.00 to renew the 
Laundry building floor and $500.00 for the ixtractor. This has all 
left us not only broke but a couple of hundred dollars in the hole. 
This in itself is not unusual but if 4900.00 is taken off our 
Per Capita Grant for the last Quarter it will make things pretty 
awkward. So I would ask you if you would be good enough to recommend 
at Uttawa that we be given our full Per Capita. I have also written 
to Mr. Christie and I am sure that you will both see our position. 

I neglected to mention that there is also a bill of some $2000.00 
owing the Missionfor food and wood which we will be unable to pay. 
This was also the case last year. Hoping you will be able to help 
us out and wishing you again a Very Happy New Year, I remain.

I note from your report for the month of 
Joveaber that the Deleo lighting plant at the Cariboo 
esidential School is overloaded and that you consider 
it will have to be replaced in the near future. 


As you are aware, this institution is 
Classed as a church-owned school and consequently we 
are allowed to expend only the amount specifically 
provided in the appropriation, This year we provided 
an amount of $500.00 for repairs and improvements and 
new equipment at this school. Of this amount $440.00 
was expended in purchasing a washing mechine end the 
remaining $60.00 was used as a partial payment on the 
extractor purchased by the school management. You will 
therefore note that the full amount provided in the 
current year's appropriation has been expended. However, 
we have placed a similar amount in the appropriation for 
the fiscal year 1945-46, and although I am not ina 
position at the present time to promise definitely that 
this will be allowed, I am inclined to feel that it will. 


All surplus material from Military or 


Air Training stations is taken by the War Assets Corpor- 
ation and a price is placed on it. As a consequence, 
none of this equipment or material will be turned over 
to the Department without some payment. There seems to 
be a general impression that a large amount of material 
or equipment will be available for free distribution. 
This is not the case. 


You should let me have full particulars 
regarding the type and size of lighting plant and 
batteries that you think could adequately handle the

Education; 

The Cariboo Indian School was visited and Brother MacDonald 
seems to be holding the interest of the boys. The drum and fife 
Band is coming along and preparations are under way for héckey 
during the Winter. 

The present Delco lighting plant is overloaded and the batteries 
are worn out. An old auxiliary plant is a complete wreck and it 
is doubtful if the present outfit will last the Winter. I would 
suggest that if might be possible for the Department even at this 
early date, to get a Diesel plant with sifficient capacity, that 
has been discarded by the Military authorities.

We wrote 
the War Assets Corporation on January 4 and are now 
in receipt of their reply, dated February 20. They 
write as follows:- 


"We note that you require a gg lant 
for the Cariboo Indian Residential School at Williams 
Lake, British Columbia. You suggest a 20 kilowatt 
Diesel A.C. Outfit, without batteries. 


"We regret at the present time we have no 
declaration covering equipment that would fill your 
requirements. However, we are keeping your request on 
file and when we have any material which would meet 
with your requirements, as specified, we will advise 
you." 


Evidently, it will be some time before 
the War Assets Corporation will have the equipment 
that was requested. We are prepared to ask our 
Purchasing Bra nch to make enquiries regarding the 
possibility of securing one of these plants, but it 
should be understood that the amount provided in the 
current year's appropriation for repairs and improve- 
ments at this school have already been expended. In 
this regard I would refer you to my letter of December 9, 
1944. When our appropriation for the fiscal year 1945-46

I might say, however, that this condition 
has been entirely remedied with the employment of Brother 
MacDonald as boys' disciplinarian, the employment of a com=

J. E. Morris, who was then acting Inspector of Indian 
Agencies, Regine, Sask., advised this office that 
owing to the Muscowequan School securing electrical 
power from the Provincial Power service, there were 
two surplus Lister engines at the school. 


One of these engines is stated to be 97.5 
amps. 5 H.?., in fair condition, and the other, 
55 amps., 10 H.P., requiring minor repairs. 


It is ovr intention to ship these engines 
to the Cariboo Indian Residential School in British 
Columbia, but, before doing so, we would like to have 
them placed in good condition. Can you have the neces- 
sary repairs done in Regina or some other place close 
to the Muscowequan School. The Department would 
appreciate it if you would make inquiries and let us 
cnow where you can have the work done, the approximate 
cost and the probable length of time it would recutre 
to place these machines in good condition. As soon as 
we hear from you, further instructions will be given 
to you and at that time we will also inform you of 
the correct address to which these two engines should 
be shipped.

The contents of your letter of the 8th inst. 
regarding lighting plant for the Cariboo Indian Resi- 
dential School have been discussed with Father McGrath. 
While Father MeGrath does not consider the two plants 
mentioned by you to be entirely satisfactory to take care 
of all requirements at this school, he believes that 
under the circumstances it would be advisable for them 
to be put into condition and shipped as soon as possible. 


Personally, I would recommend that since these 
plants are already owned by the Indian Department and 
are surplus to the requirements of the Muscowequan In- 
dian Residential School, they should be forwarded, since 
I am quite satisfied that although they may not be able 
to hook up all the equipment they have at present that 
could be driven by electric motors, they could get 
along very well with them for the present and they will 
be quite sufficient for all lik hting requirements. 


These two plants will develop approximately 
9 kilowatts providing that they are 110 volts, and if 
they were using the two plants it would be possible, 
when one is in need of an overhaul, to get along with 
the other. At present, the school is using an outfit 
that is only about 2 kilowatt capacity, used exclus- 
ively for lighting purposes.

EDUCATION 

Inspector McArthur visited the Cariboo Indian Sehool 
during March and his report has no doubt been received by the Dep- 
artment by this time, Having been called out to the Chilootin, 
IT could not accompany Mr. MoArthur on his inspection, but following 
his report, I paid a visit to the Sehool some days later, and paid 
particular attention to the matters on which Complaint was made 
and had the fire alarm sounded. 


The children were very orderly in getting out of the 
buildings and were all out in under one minute. Fr. MeGrath had 
already taken the locks off all the escape doors, the subject of 
a very legitimate complaint by Inspector McArthur. It is felt, 
however, that Mr, MeArthur bas exaggerated regarding the condition 
of the boys’ dormitory, which has been painted up and is very 
considerably improved since last year. The improvenents in this 
school sincé it opened last September have been very considerable, 
and are as follows: 


Equipment: . haundry equipment, consisting of power washer and 
extractor, saving much time for the eirls and ime 
proving hygienic conditions. 


Vocational: Manual ‘'vaining clases have been organized. Also 
Calf Club and Potato Club. 


Recreational; The Pro-Rec. program has been continued. Three 
Skating rinks were maintained during the past winter, 
two for the boys and one for the éirls. Hockey games 
were orgunized and matches played with boys from the 
Willians Lake white school, 


4 boys' fife and drum bund has been organized by 
Brother MacDonald and is making good progress. 
Brother MacDona}d, who comnenced duties as disci- 
plinarian last September, has been a great asset to 
the school, and there has been only one occasion of 
truancy since last September. The morale amongst 
the boys was very low during 1943-44 and a number

Very Rev. and Dear Father, 


We were all sorry to hear of Father 
Birch's illness and we hope he has recovered by now. 


In regard to the electric plant I have 
not heard anything further from the Indian Agent or the Department, 
Our position at present in regard to electricity is very unsatis- 
factory. We are operating a 2 kilowatt, direct current, 110 volt 
generator driven by 4 gasoline engine, It is an old rebuilt plant, 
Since November it has cost us between $4. and $5, a day to run this 
plant. We use it for lights only and cut our lights down to the 
very minimum, As you noticed while you were here our lights are 
very poor, For lights alone we require 3% kws, but this plant 
generates only 2 kws, as @ result the voltage often drops to 85 
or 90, We have no electric appliences or motors, The plant is. 

a great fire hazard, being 110 volts direct current and 4 gasoline 
engine which has to be kept running all night. I said it was a 
rebuilt plant, but apparently the oil seals were not renewed or 
could not be obtained, As a result the oil has continually been 
running out of the crank case, much of it runs along the shaft 

and is splashed around by the fly wheel, I mention this because 
the floor and wall being saturated with oil add so much more to the 
fire hazard, If we had a diesel plant the cost of operation would 
drop to about $0,50 a day, We should have a 5 kw,110 volt, alter- 
nating current plant and should be equipped to charge 32 volt 
batteries for night lights, this would shorten the daily operation 
of the engine by about 6 hours, 


So far there is no indication that the 
B,.C.Power Commission intends to supply power to 150 Mile House 
from Williams Lake, 
Diesel Blectric Plants are solt here 
by the Interior Distributors, Kamloops, B.C. 


Hoping it is possible to obtain 4 
more suitable electric plant in the near future,

Dear Colonel Neary: 

I sent my Nightletter yesterday to you or Mr. Phalen, 
not knowing whether or not you were back in Ottawa. Before I left the 
Capital, you were out of the city. By the time this letter is in your 
hands, you will have given your kind attention to the matter of the 
new pk electric plant at the Indian School at Williams Lake,- of this 
I feel confident. There is no need for me to picture the many, deplorable 
consequences of a school with/out electric light or power. in his wire 
to me, Fr. Morris said that he had no word of the new plant whatsoever 
and that he would have to close the school unless one was supplied 
immediately. The closing of the school would be a calamity that must be 
avoided at all costs. 1 am sure we all agree on that. If i am not 
mistaken, I mentioned the question of the new electric plant and also 
the water problem to Mr. Phalen, in your absence, some three weeks BLO. 
I feel certain that Mr. Phalen took whatever action he could at once, 

I have the impression that the new plant was promised some few weeks ago, 
or longer: is the delay due to lack of this eguipment, or some other 
similar factor over which one has no control? At any rate, I leave the 
matter in your capable hands, fully confident that you will leave no 
stone unturned in your willing effort to remedy the deplorable situation 
that has arisen at Williams Lake Residential school. 


At Fort St. Jon, Bishop Jordan and I had the pleasure 
of a long conference with the Indian Agent. By this time, you have most 
probably heard from him. He wishes to erect an Indian Day School at 
Moberly Lake and to have it in operation by next Fall. He will give you 
the details. Bishop Jordan and I are very willing and anxious to further 
the plan and, one of the great difficulties being the supply of a teacher, 
we have promised one of our Fathers for the task. As a result of our 
visit to the district, Father Jungbluth the Indian missionary, formerly 
residing at Fort St. John, will take up his residence at Moberly Lake 
next month. The erection of a school and the appointment of a teacher 
will be a great step forward in our common attempt to further improve 
the status and condition of the Indians in that district. My purpose 
in mentioning this matter is to endorse the Agent's plan and to confirm 
what he undoubtedly will tell you of our willing cooperation with him in 
executing it. We trust that it will be favourably received by you. 


I fly to Fort McLeod tomorrow then I will visit 
Vanderhoof, Lejac etc. and I expect to reach Prince Rupert in about ten 
days where you may address me c/o The Bishop's House.

I have your letter of the 16th instant with 
reference to the Cariboo Residential School, 


As you are aware, this is a church-owned school 
and in the current yeer's appropriation we provided an amount 
of $5,000.00 for repairs and improvements. 


In the case of church-owned schools, present 
regulations do not permit us to expend more than the amount 
specifically provided in the appropriation. We have already 
expended an amount of $3,603.65 for the purchase of a lighting 
plant. ‘The Indien Commissioner has been authorized to expend the 
balance of $1,396.35 either in repairing the electric wiring or 
making other urgent repairs at this school. 


When our appropriation for the fiscal year 
1948-49 is available, we will Coumunicate again with the Indian 
Commissioner regarding the Cariboo school. 


With regard to increased operating expenses, we 
are only too well aware of the need for a higher per capite 
grant for all these schools, Representatives from the various 
denominations concerned met our Minister in late November and 
presented a strong plea for a higher rate of earning per pupil. 
It is understood that a request for the granting of higher per 
Capita fees is now before the Treasury Board and that an 
announcement can shortly be expected with regard to these 
proposals, 


It may interest you to know that the per capita

Reverend Father J.A. Morris, 0.M.I, 
Principal of the Cariboo Indian Residential School at 
150 Mile House, B.C., has written me with reference to the very 
bad financial condition of this school at the present moment. 
So that you will have the particulers set out by Father Morrie, 
I quote from his letter as follows:- 


"In view of the increasing financial difficulties 
in our work of Indian education at this school I find it 
necessary to solicit your help. Our work here in the 
Cariboo should be of interest to the present government, 
because to a great extent our interests are its interests 
also. In addition to this school, there is now a community 
at Williams Lake and one at Anaham, both devoted to 
education. 


"We are in great need of financial assiatance right 
now. The cost of living has gone up 45% and the Indian 
Affairs Branch increased the per Capita Grant by only 
17% last year. We need, for this school, an additional 
25% increase and should be retroactive to October Ist, 1947, 
because we have not been able to meet many of our 
obligations since then. 


"Compared with other schools our basic per Capita 
grant rate is not sufficient. This is not my opinion 
alone, but also that of Major Davey, school Inspector 
for the Indian Schools of British Columbia. Our basic 
per Capita Grant rate is $170.00, which is the same as 
the schools on the coast and in the Vancouver area are 
getting. Then including the special and emergency grants

"our Pate is $215.00, which is less than some of the 
schools on Vancouver Island and the coast are getting. 
Rather tham getting less we should be getting more than 
the schools in those areas are getting, because: 


1. Our food bill is almost double what theirs is. 
This principally on account of the rigor of 
the climate. 


Our clothing bill is more than double that of 

the schools on the coast. Because of the climate 
more and warmer elothing is needed and because 

of the fact that the parents supply so little, 
while on the coast the parents supply a large 
percentage of their children's clothing. 


Our freight and transportation in the Cariboo 
is much higher than elsewhere; e.g. coal is 
#5.00 or more a ton here than along the C.P.R. 
or C.N.R. lines or at the coaet; oil ie 8 or 

9 cents more a gallon here than it ie at such 
remote parts of Vancouver Island as Kakawia; 
bread is at least 4 cents a loaf more here than 
it is in Vancouver. 


"Our buildings are very old and this is another cause 
of great expense. There are continual and innumerable 
repairs needed, the buildings are very cold, which all 
adds up to more expenses in maintenance, repairs and fuel. 
We need new buildings, which we hope will not be too long 
delayed. But we need financial assistance immediately. 


"Until this year we were able to make up the deficit 
of the School from the revenue of the ranch, which is 
owned by the Oblate Fathers, but this year we cannot meet 
our obligation even with this help. The drain on the ranch 
has been so great that it too is now Operating on an over- 
draft." 


I know that this matter will receive your 
serious consideration, and I shall appreciate anything you may 
be able to do to help.

Mile Post Office, Cariboo Road, and the following are mg 
findings: 


Father's House: 

e chimney requirea@ removal af all wood cover~ 
ings, woodwork must be at least 2 inches from a chimney and 
the space stopped with metal or filled with lime mortar or 
asbestos at each floor level and at roof. This chimney 
double flue, with one ash pit therfor a partition, to make 
each unit separate should be installed as a safety measure 
and to avoid downdraft. Should it be deciééd to discontinue 
the use of this chimney it should be closed with bricks or taken 
down. 


I recommended a new chimney for the furnace 
be installed with a flue area of not less than 56 square 
inches and to be constructed in accordance with Section 6 
of the Regulations, governing the constructions of chimneys.

Since the chimney- 
sweep pointed out to me the danger of this chimney last summer I 
feared it might collapse ané cause some serious accident. Mr. 
Mikkelsen says there is danger of the chimney crumbling at the 
vottom end damaging the roof ani floors. It is also a very serious 
fire hazard, There he another chimney in the kitchen to which the 
icitchen range and a furnace in the basement are attached. Mr. 
Mikkelson said that thie chimney too would have to be. taken down and 
another one built, because it was badly built and would not ve 
accepted by a fire Anspector. He said that if he worked on one 
chimney and left the others stand he could loose his permit, or if 
anything happened later on he could be held responsible for not 
having reported the danger to the fire inspector, About that second 
chimney in the kitchen there was never any complaint, but the Books 
always complained about the wood, if it is not tinder dry the meals 
are delayed or they come out half cocked, the chimney might have 
something to do with this. It will costt about $600.00 to rebuild 
these chimneys, that is a very rought estimate, Mr. Mikklesen 
thinks that it would be better 4f he came back with the fire 
inspector and on his report I could apply to the Department for some 
help towards this expense, and he asked me if 1 could give him 
an ansser in about 3 days time,"

to one boiler at the start, The boiler room should be made suf- 


| ficiently large to provide space for a complete plant even if only 


part of the equipment is to be installed at the start, 


Since the proposed new residential school is to be com- 
prised of several blocks, the central steam plant should be de- 
signed for high pressure, Distribution to the various buildings 
could be made overhead through covered passages connecting the 
building and power plant; with steam lines to each individual build- 
ing fitted with two stages of pressure reducing valve With two 
stages of pressure reduction, the plant could be operated at medium 
pressures at such times that the laundry service etc,, were not 
being used, and also in the spring and fall, 


It goes without saying that such pla would require 
qualified operating staff for the boiler room, 


It is felt that the inspection of the existing residen- 
tial school by our heating engineer will have to be deferred until 
some of the priority jobs in the office requiring his attention, 
have been cleared, We will endeavour to fit this inspection in 
with several other calls in the west es soon as our program of work 
will permit, .

On May 30th I was very pleased to receive Mr. Hargreaves of the Dep't of 
Mines & Resources, who had come to inspect the bu s and especially the 
heating system of the school here, 


I do not know if Mr.Hargreaves has yet made a report on the school or if 
his report has reached you, but I do believe that he was somewhat disappointed 
in the conditions he found here, He did not expect to find the heating system 
so inadequate and obselete, or the buildings so old and scattered, His report, 
I am sure, will give you a good picture of the situation, 


For three years we have been hoping that something would be done to give us 
a better heating system and remove at least to some extent the terrible fire 
hazard we have to contend with at present. I am sure that Mr.Hargreaves' 
report will be the beginning of some solution to these conditions, 


The ideal of a central steam heating plant does not seem practicable for 
these old buildings, because of the distance the buildings are apart and the 
lack of any previous steam system, 


Mr, Hargreaves mentioned the possibility of pipeless furnaces as a tempory 
measure, I am sure that these furnaces would give us some much needed heat, 
and would be a big improvement over the present furnaces, some of which are 
very old, One at least needs immediate replacement: the furnace in the kitchen 
building which is completely burnt out, 


While these pipeless hot air furnaces would be an improvement, they would 
still not be an entirely adequate heating system, Moreover, it would réquire 
five or six seperate furnaces to heat the classrooms and girls' building, and 
an extra furnace in each of the other buildings, That would leave the fire 
hazard as much a problem as ever, 


The buildings are very old, The main building has been in use since 1880, 
and the building which houses the boys was put up in 1895, Years have dete- 
riorated the buildings so that they are cold , not only from the lack of a 
proper heating system, but also because they are no longer fit for the rigors 
of these winters, 


I would say a new school is our immediate need and the answer to the many 
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Cariboo Indian Residential School

Further to our field report dated May 30th with ref- 
erence to the above you are advised as follows. 


A meeting was held in Major MacKay's office on June 
30th with Major MacKay, Col. Neary, Father Birch OMI, Mr. Buck 
and Mr. Hargreaves in attendance, for the purpose of consider- 
ing the best means of dealing with the conditions at the above. 


For the record, it was tentatively decided to adapt 
the Wabasca Dormitory Building plans for this site with the 
minimum of changes to the drawings « 


This memorandum is intended to deal only with the 
drastic requirements in connection with the existing heating 
systems. It was pointed out at the meeting, that in the Class- 
room Building and Girls' Dormitory temperatures drop to about 
34 and 36 degrees in extremely cold weather. The Laundry Build- 
ing, Kitchen Dining Room Block, Fathers' House and Boys' Dormi- 
tory Building also were exceptionally cold and under severe 
weather conditions all activity in these buildings ceased. 


Repeating what was said in our field memorandum, the 
existing warm air heating plants serving these buildings are 
all in a hopeless state, and it is a certainty that there is 
no possibility of bringing about satisfactory repairs. 


It was suggested at the meeting that a number of new 
warm air pipeless furnaces be installed in these buildings to 
provide means of temporary relief from the cold as well as to 
decrease the fire hazard. When the new Dormitory Building is 
erected together with a new Classroom Block, it is the inten- 
tion to raze the existing buildings at which time these new 
pipeless furnaces may be removed and set aside for use else- 
where « 


We were requested to prepare an outline specifica- 
tion and plan covering the temporary heating requirements and 
the Indian Affairs Branch agreed to request the Departmental 
Purchasing Agent to order the necessary equipment upon receipt 
of our information. 


When our officer was at this school he outlined the 
location of the proposed pipeless furnaces to the Principal. 
In addition to that a rough plot plan was obtained from which 
a sketch drawing has been prepared showing approximate loca- 
tions of the heating units.

With reference to your circular letter of May 
23, 1949 regarding an amount of $12,800.00 available 
for alterations to the heating system and equipment 
for Cariboo Indian Residential School, I am forwarding 
a requisition submitted by Rev. J. A. Morris, O.M.I., 
Principal. 


Regarding the heating system, Mr. Hargreaves, 
heating engineer, recently inspected the heating 
system in this school. From what I could gather 
he had been asked to investigate the possibilities 
of a central heating system for this school which 
could be adapted to supply heat Tor a new building, 
but meanwhile supplying the present buildings. 


Mr. Hargreaves found this would be impossible, 
and I believe he is recommending that pipeless 
furnaces be installed in the old building before 
winter in view of the deplorable condition of the 
present heating arrangements. 


These furnaces could be salvaged and sold if 
a new building is erected. 


The other equipment listed is urgently 
required and can be utilized in the new school. 


Regarding an additional electric lighting 
plant. The school has had considerable trouble 
with the present one, which is an 18 K.W. Shepherd 
Diesel. 


While I am of the opinion that an institution 
of this kind should have two power units so that 
there is an opportunity to do an overhaul and that 
when a repair is required for one unit the other 
can be expected to carry on, it is too bad that 
when the present unit was purchased consideration 
was not given to the purchase of two 9 K.W. units, 
rather than one 1b K.\. 


There is also the possibility that the B. C. 
Power Commission, which supplies light and power to 
the village of Williams Lake, may be persuaded to 
extend their lines to tne 150 Mile House and the 
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Cariboo Residential School within the next year or 
two. This would eliminate one service which seems 
to give considerable trouble from time to time. 


Rev. Morris left for Ottawa last Sunday, and 
I suggested that he should take these matters up 
with head office.

Missionary Oblates of Mary Immaculate have 
asked me to say 4 good word in behalf of the Order in their 
fight to secure a new Indian School at bidle 150 near Williams 
Lake, B. C. 


Records in the Department of Indian Affairs 
will prove that the present buildings are very ancient and 
quite unsuitable for present day needs. 


They ask for a new dormitory to be built first 
and a classroom block later. 


While the school is not actually within the 
boundaries of the present Cariboo riding, most of its pupils 
come from points within that constituency. My interest is 
therefore aroused in the proposed improvements. 


In view of the granting of the Provincial 
franchise to the Indians, housing at 150 Mile has become a matter 
of public discussion, I am syapathetic with the requests of the 
Fathers, Brothers and Sisters at the "150" for new buildings. 

TI would urge that the fullest enquiry be made as to conditions 
there and that if your departmental experts find that conditions 
are as wretched as I b lieve them to be, that a program of 
construction be considered. 


May I thank you, Mr, ubson, for your kind 
telegram of congratulations following the sudceesful issue in 
Cariboo and in the general elections all over Canada, Your 
government gave the country great leadership and the Canadian 
people were responsive.

This school has been badly neglected, and has deteriorated 
so badly it is now an actual fire trap, It is located near Williams 
Lake, B,C, an area where very low temperatures prevail in winter, The 
existing conditions were not completely brought to light until Mr, Har- 
greaves carried out his last inspection trip, by which time it was too 
late to initiate a major building replacement programme this year, 


Some relief to pupils and staff in safe dormitory accommo- 
dation, that can be properly heated, is required immediately, To this 
end, this office has recommended the replacement of quite a number of 
existing worn out furnaces, by the installation of pipeless furnaces, 
as a temporary measure until the existing buildings can be replaced, 


The intention of the Indian Affairs Branch is to proceed as 
soon as possible with the erection of one of our typical four class- 
room school buildings, which eventually will serve it's academic pur- 
pose but which immediately upon completion will be assigned to the 
pupils and teaching sisters as dormitory accommodation, 


The sum of $40,000,00 has been included in the 1949-50 es- 
timates for the building which it is felt should be increased to 
$50,000, 00, 


The adaption measures required are to design an attached 
fireproof annex wherein will be located the heating plant, and power 
producing equipment, for immediate use, and to design a heating system 
of the proportions required which can later be hooked up with the even- 
tual boiler plant serving a new main building containing the usual fea- 
tures of a residential school, 


[ Your Chief Architect has attended meetings with the Director 

of Indian Affairs, his Superintendent of Education and the church au- 

| thorities interested, and has consented to undertake the operations 
involved, provided that it was agreeable to Indian Affairs that such 
work was not to interrupt the heavy programme now under way, 


It now appears that Departmental agreement to this arrange- 
ment has not been obtained, 


Since all members of our architectural staff are engaged on 
work already assigned top priority, it has not been possible to give 
the Cariboo school project any attention since receiving the memorandum 
of July 15th from the Acting Director of Indian Affairs,

I have received a copy of your correspondence 
relating to the Cariboo Indian Residential School 
addressed to Mr. W. 3. Arneil, Indian Commissioner 
for B. C. 


After receiving this letter I immediately 
visited the Cariboo School, and with the Acting 
Principal Father Fleury, went over the buildings to 
see if we could obtain the number of pipeless furnaces 
that we could dispense with, in view of the new school 
block, which is to be used temporarily as a dormitory. 


The following is quoted from our night letter of 
July 25 regarding these pipeless furnaces: 


"Re Cariboo Indian Residential School and your 
letter of July 21 to Mr. Arneil. Father Morris 
has not returned but Father Fleury and I 
consider six Class A and six Class B pipeless 
furnaces still necessary in old buildings with 
new classroom block." 


I would like to explain why more of these 
pipeless furnaces cannot be eliminated, by going 
over each building separately: 


1. Convent and school: 


The girls dormitories are situated on the 

end wings on the second floor. Immediately 
below them on the first floor are the four 

classrooms. 


In the centre wing downstairs is the girls! 
recreation and sewing room, with the chapel 
upstairs. 


The remainder of the main building downstairs 
is a reception room, and upstairs the Sisters?! 
sleeping and living quarters. 


It is very doubtful if the four-room classroom 
block can provide dormitory space for one hundred 
and twenty-five boys and girls, and also the 
female start of Sisters, and we still have to 
provide heat for the four classrooms, sewing 
room, and chapel. However, we have decided that 
one pipeless furnace, Class B, can be dispensed 
with in this building. 
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Boys' Building: 


According to Father Fleury the present furnace 
in the boys! building is fairly satisfactory, 
except during occasional cold spells in the 
winter. The first floor of this building is 
used as the boys’ recreation room. 


With sleeping accommodation for the boys being 
provided in the new classroom block I would 
think that the present furnace would be quite 
satisfactory to heat the recreation room. 
However, Pather Fleury seemed to think that it 
would be difficult to provide sleeping 
accommodation for all the children in the new 
building, and suggested that only one pipeless 
Glass A furnace should be installed in this 
pbuilding, instead of three as proposed by Mr. 
Hargreaves. 


3, 4& 5- Laundry, Kitchen, & Dining Room, Fathers' House: 


It was decided that these buildings require the 
number of pipeless furnaces suggested by Mr. 
Hargreaves. 


Labour: 


Mr. R. Kelt, local tinsmith, was contacted 
regarding installation of pipeless furnaces, 
and gave me an estimate for labour alone of 
$60.00 per furnace. 


Mr. Pete Vogelaar, local contractor, submitted 
a price of $2.00 per foot for brick chimneys. 
He further advised that the standard size of 
flue lining for chimneys here is 12 x 12, or 

8 z 1a. 


Electricity: 


The local manager of the B. C. Power Commission 
was contacted regarding the supply of electricity, 
and is making a survey of the power requirements 
in the territory between the end of the line and 
the Cariboo Indian Residential School, which he 
will submit to his head office. 


I might add that in 1946 some of our local members 
promised to extend the line to the 150 Mile House and 
the Cariboo School, and I believe that there would be 
sufficient power required to justify extension of the 
present system.

Reverend Sir: 


The Department is making special efforts to improve 
the instruction in manual and vocational training for boys 
in the Indian schools of British Columbia. If this phase of 
our educational programme can be made more effective, it will 
greatly benefit the Indians of the Province. Most residential 
schools have @ workshop or other space that oan be used for 
vocational ba-y 4 If steps to improve the workshop facii- 
ities should be nm at the Cariboo Indian Residential Sehool, 
please cooperate with Mr. Indian Agent Taylor with a view to 
making a recommendation to the Department. 


A thorough course in carpentry is the present aim. 
To this end, Mr. Commissioner Ditchburn has been authorised 
to supply benches and tools and there has been directed to you 
a text on manual training, job sheets in woodworking and a 
[ty tag on how to work with tools and wood. Further, you 
ve been authorised to present to Mr. Agent Taylor reasonable 
accounts for materials with which to work. 


The Department is desirous of having a qualified 
inetructor for this work at all schools where this special 
training is being undertaken. ‘Some schools have on the staff 
an officer who is well qualified for the activity and who can 
be released from other duties for the manual training classes. 
I understand there are summer courses for instructors in 
manual training in Vancouver and Victoria. Other Indian 
schools are so situated that they can secure the services of 
instructors from municipal schools. in this case, classes 
are held two or three times per week. The Department would 
like to know what arrangements you have made, or oan make, 
for this important work. Do not hesitate to enlist the 
cooperation of Mr. Taylor, if the Department oan be of any 
assistance. 


At a later date, it is hoped to extend the vocat- 
ional training to inolude ee engines and other machinery; 
and, whenever you believe this additional course should be 
given at the Cariboo Indian Residential Sehool, you will 
please inform the Department.

The manual trainin 
shop is about 50' x 2k!, It is » nearly new building 
There are 12 dout benches, At present there are 12 
boys taking the course, I do not consider the course 
being followed is one that could be Classified as true 
manual training; it is a course in carpentry. The 
Principal hopes to get a trained teacher for manual 
training in the neer future, 

The boys have made chairs, seats, Sleichs, towel 
racks, toilet cabinets, smell stands, etc. They are now 
working on © model house of » fairly larze size, about 
5 or 6 feet by 4 feet.

Dear Sir: 


I have the honor to transmit herewith copy 
of a letter dated April 4th, instant, received from Mr. 
Indian Agent Taylor oi the Williams Lake Agency, in 
which he recommends the purchase of lumber for the con- 
struction of ten work benches at a cost,inclusive of 
freight, not to exceed the sum of $40.00 for use in 
the sewing classroom by the older girls of the school 
who now are using 014 and unsuitable benches while the 
smaller girls are compelled to sit upon the floor or 
stand while sewing. As this amount would have to be 
authorized from the Educational Vote, Mr. Taylor's 
request is being forwarded to the Department and I would 
recommend that if possible the same be given favorable 
consideration. I may say that in the absence of a 
mill in the vicinity of the school, the material may 
have to be shipped either from Vancouver or Kamloops.

Dear Sir:- 


I beg to inform you that I am in receipt of a 
request from the Principal of the Cariboo Indian Residential 
School for the necessary lumber to build venches for use in 
the girl's sewing room. At present the smaller girls are com- 
pelled to sit upon the floor, or else stand, whilst sewing. 
The older girls use benches which were formerly used in the 
chapel, and they are very old and rickety and have to be 
supported by blocks of wood. 


As the sewing room is also the girls play room, 
the benches are moved about 4 great deal, and therefore require 
to be of solid construction. With this in view the Principal 
has submitted to me a plan of 4 good solid bench, which can be 
built by the boys in the manual training class, thus combining 
useful instruction with utility. 


The following quantities of Dressed Fir, are suf- 
ficient to construct ten benches. This lumber cannot be obtained 
locally, and would have to be shipped in. I believe the 
avoroximate cost, including freight would not exceed 340.00. 

This would give the School ten serviceable work benches, each 
8'é6" in length, for a cost of probably less than $4.00 each.

St Joseph's Residential school was visited in 
company with the Agent and the Principal, the Rev. Father Rhor. 
I went over the school and there were loi children in the 
school the day I visited the same. I examined some of the 
children in the class rooms. They appeared well up to 
standard in their wrk. The new carpenter shop for manual 
training was in course of erection by the boys of the school, 
and they were making a good job of it. As at all othr 
schools the manual training is a great success. ‘ihe Rev. 

\ Principal suggested an annual prize of a tool chest. 
Extension of same to other trades, such as iron work and 
shoe and harness repairing is desirable. There has been 
little sickness in the school. ‘The food is good, and was 
sufficient on the day of my visit. They were having for 
the next meal; stew, potatoes, bread, lettuce milk. All 
fire extinguishers were up and the children can be got out 
of the building in one and a half minutes, according to 
Mr. Taylor. The water supply is being rectified, as you know, 
and by this time work on this scheme has probably started. 
The fire extinguishers were in place, and are shortly to be 


refilled.

j ; I have been asked to recommend the supply of a 

@ (Half) H.P. Electric Motor working on a 32 Volt circuit to 
drive a small wood turning lathe now in the possession of the 
school. This would cost about $60.00. I am not much in favour 
of the use of machinery in the M.T. work. I should prefer to 
see the boys taught the use of the tools that they will have 
when they are building their own homes, or which they will have 
to use daily in making necessary repairs to farm machinery. 

I regret that I do not see my way to recommend the expenditure 
of money on a lathe. 


The following supplies are recommended, and will 
no doubt form part of a request made through the Indian Agent. 
Paint for boys' building to cover all inside walls and ceilings. 
This is certainly very oadly needed. The whole of the boys' 
building , while not actually dirty, does not seem to me to be 
very clean. It was used for the accommodation of Indians 
during the harvesting season, and the echool authorities had 
not had much time to clean up previous to my inspection. I 
should like to see the whole of the inside of this building 
painted. This paint would cost in the neighbourhood of $50.09 
at least 25 gallons being required, 


Lumber for Manual Training projects is also needed.

Reverend Sir: 


In reporting on his inspection of the Cariboo 
Indian Residential Sehool on the 16th ultimo, Mr. 
H. Mearthur, Inspector of Sehools, writes as 
follows regerding vocational training: 


"In this school all pupils spend the whole of 
every Monday and two hours of every other weekday, 
including Saturday, at farm and household tasks. 
There is no wood-working department, and no provision 
is mde for craft work of any kind. 


“Insofar as ~ could learn, no vocational clubs 
of any kind are operated; no stepa are taken to co~ 
ordinate outside jobs with classroom teaching; and 
no organized attempt ie made by outside supervisors 
to carry out specific educational aime. 


“although this programm 4s doubtless far from 
valueless, its defects are obvious. While it gives 
opportunities for pupile to pick up 4& variety of sills, 
it does not insure an understanding of prince ples, and 
it seems to leave the matter of interest largely to 
chance. 


"I hope to have an opportunity of discussing with 
prineipet MeGrath methods of improving it. (Owing to @ 
death in his family Principal MeGrath was unfortunately 
absent during my visit.)"

I note from your February report that you have 
heard Mr. MoArthur's criticisms of the vocational training 
at the Cariboo Indian Residential School. For your 
information I enclose a copy of a letter which is being 
directed to the pene pe and no doubt you will heave an 
opportunity of discussing the whole matter with him. 


I note your suggestion to start potato clubs, 
one for the boys and one for the girls. While you do 
not say so queeriy » I infer that you mean the children 
in the residential school. If so, have you consulted 


the Principal with a view to ascertaining if land will 
be available? Have you also discussed with him the 
area which each pupil should be encouraged to cultivate? 
The ery y- feels that one sack of seed for each

ohild too much. Have you considered the possibility 
of a garden plot in which the potatoes would be planted 
and cared for by two or three children? In suggesting 
this project I presume you not only wish to encourage 
growing potatoes, but you desire the work to have some 
permanent training value for the children concerned. 

If you start on too large a scale the work involved 
will be such that the children will be inclined to 

feel that it is drudgery rather than something in 
which they are anxious to partioipate. If that 
condition arises, the training value is lost. It 
would, therefore, be appreciated if you would disouss 
the whole matter with the Principal and let me hear 
further from you.

I might say that I have had some experience in organizing 
calf elubs and potato clubs amongst the White children before 
becoming an Indian Agent and was rather surprised at the interest 
of the Yhite children and their parents and also the beneficial 
results apparent therefrom in an isolated mixed farming community. 


14 Bella Coola as you may have noted, a potato elub was 
started amongst the Indian children in 1941 which I considered 
cuite a successful beginning. This club was recognized by the 

ominion Council of Roys' and Girls' Clubs which was willing at 
that time at least to recognize similar clubs amongst Indian 
children on the same basis as Whites, the Provincial Government 


donating half of the prize money. 


In order to have these clubs recognized by the Provincial 
fJovernment and Dominion Council, it is necessary to adhere to 
certain reguletions. In connection with potato clubs each boy 
or girl must look after 1/10 of an acre of potatoes, and they 
recommend one sack of certified seed for each , although this 
jepends to 4 great extent on the kind of seed potato one is 
planting--eight sacks are usually sufficient per acre of ground. 
The ploughing and cultivating need not be done by the children 
which ean be understood, since these clubs are open to boys and 
girls of from 10 to 21 years. 


Another reason for having these clubs on a similar footing 
to that for white children is that the Provincial Government 
potato Inspector will inspect the growing crop and also the 
crop when harvested, pointing out to the children the various 
diseases. 


In the case of calf clubs, pig clubs and poultry clubs 
assistance is usually willingly given by the Provincial District 
Agriculturist. 


The Cariboo Indian Mission School is idealy situated for 
the operatinn of such elubs as they have a large farm, with about 
2060 acres under cultivation with 4 possible 400 acres suitable 
for cultivation. They keep around 600 head of beef cattle, 4 
dairy herd, pigs, chickens, and since the Indiens in this Agency 
depend on agriculture for the most of their living, full 
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advantage should be taken of the facilities which could so easily 
be provided at this school for vocational training suited to them 
not only in stock raising and erain growing but in the care end 
operation of farm machinery. 


No doubt the children pick up a few things since some of 
the boys milk and the graduate class of girls each year stay on 
during the summer holidays and help can vecetables, but there is, 
ag Inspector McArthur has pointed out, no organized attempt to 
co-ordinate class room work with outside activities. The clubs 
mentioned would not provide for all the vocational training but 
they would provide 4 competative spirit and their subsequent 
operation on the Reserves would be an exceilent basis of contact 
after these pupils leave school. 


Rev. Fr. NeGrath, principal of this school, came last 
August and I am afraid he was very badly disapvointed in the 
whole thingy buildings, some of the staff and methods. He has 
tried hard to set 4 manual training instructor and a good dairy- 
man without any success So far. One dairyman that he got after 
looking at the living cuarters, returned the same day by the 
utgoing train. 


In discussing these clubs with Father MeGrath, I pointed 
out that I would like to see them started in the Residential 
chool first where adequate supervision could be exercised, 
picking out pupils from different Reserves. yhen these vupils 
returned to the Reserve I intend to use them as leaders in 
operating similar clubs on the Reserves, thus keeping up the 
interest anc the contacts. 


vor instance, regarding calf clubs, some of the best 
clubs could compete at the Annual Williams Lake Cattle Sale held 
in the Fall and the boys and girls take part in stock judging 
competitions as is cone in most of the fairs in this country. 
J am satisfied that only through an ageressive prorram such as 
this will anything worthwhile be accomplished, and that it is 
better to concentrate on the Indian Boys' and Girls than on 
their parents who are loth to change their old waySe 


Although I am personally satisfied that a calf elub and 
potato clubs could be successfully begun at the Cariboo School 
this year,.,Zhe principal's attitude is that he lacks sufficient 
staff, that he has no dairyman,and secondly in regard to the 
potato elubs, it is inadvisable to put certified seed in old 
potato ground and that he will have new land ploughed up this 
spring or summer for such a project in 1944, so that these 
clubs would appear to be definitely off for another year. 


It is hoped that next year something may be done for 
the children in the Anahim and Redstone Reserves along this line 
where Day Schools have been authorized for next Academic year. 


The promotion of such clubs in the different Reserves 
will of course take a lot of the Agent's time until there are 
competent local leaders and with all the extra work entailed 
due to the War and_no part-time stenographic assistance obtainable 
it will be difficult to give these projects the time they should 
have.

When I wrote to the Indian Commissioner asking him if he would 
apply for the balance of our per capita grant for the last quarter, he

This had to be done immed- 
iately as it had all caved in and had to be rebuilt before the child- 
ren returned. The floor was originally made of wood and no air vents 
had been provided under the floor, with the result that dry rot set 
in and the floor simply caved in. The new floor is cement and cost 
us $385.00. This with the $500.00 we paid for the laundry extractor 
went pretty hard with our school funds. The Commissioner did not mention 
in his lptter if the Depvartment was considering re-embursing us for 
these twb items. I am sure that you will help us out in any way you 
can and appreciate very much what you have already done.

Ins,ector MeArthur visited the Cariboo Indian Sehool 
during Mareh and his report has no doubt been received by the Dep- 
artment by this time, Having been called out to the Chileotin, 

T could not accompany Mr. MoArthur on his inspection, but following 
his report, I paid a visit to the School sone days later, and paid 
particular attention to the matters on which complaint was made 

and had the fire alarm sounded, 


The children were very orderly in cetting out of the 
buildings and were all out in under one minute. Fr. MoGrath had 
already taken the locks off all the eseape doors, the subject of 
a very legitimate complaint by Inspector MoArthur. It is felt, 
however, that Mr. MeArthur has exaggerated regarding the condition 
of the boys* dormitory, whieh has been painted up and is very 
considerably improved since last year. ‘le improverents in this 
school sincé it opened last September have been very considerable, 
and are as follows:

This Band was started by Brother Mac Donald about 18 
months ago with some old second hand fifes and a few new 
cheap ones purchased from EKatons. Some of the drums were 
purchased and some home-made. In any event this effort has 
been of inestimable value in building up the morale of the 
school which was very low. 


So far the band has been strictly drum and fife but 
the addition of the bugles would balance it up much better 
especially since Brother MacDonald has also got the Boy 
Scouts organization going and an effort is to be made to 
start a Girl Guides. The old fifes are not much good now 
and Brother MacDonald and the Principal, Father McGrath 
have both approached me to see if the Department will pur- 
chase bugles and fifes, quotations for which have been re- 
ceived from the Vancouver Drum Company. Terry's Music 
Store have only quoted on Bugles as they had no Fifes in 
stock at the time but may have by this time.

When a pupil of an Indian Residential School dies, the Principal is required to inform the 


Indian Agent at once 


On receipt of the Principal's notice the Indian Agent shall convene a Board of Inquiry, 
consisting of himself as Chairman, the Principal of the Residential School, and the Medical 
Officer who attended the deceased pupil. These members of the Board shall, in each other's 
presence, complete this memorandum, which shall then be forwarded to the Department of 


Indian Affairs, Ottawa, in one copy. 


The Board of Inquiry shall, if at all practicable assemble within 48 hours of the pupil’s 


death. 


The parents or guardians of the deceased pupil shall be given notice of this inquiry and be 
permitted to attend it or to send a representative. They or their representative shall be asked 
if they wish to make a statement. In the event of their so wishing, their statement shall be 
attached to the report. The inquiry, however, shall not be delayed more than 72 hours after 


the time at which it would otherwise be held, to enable them to attend it 


If the Indian Agent is located at such a distance from the school as to make it imprac- 
ticable for him to attend the Board, he shall request a responsible local resident to act for him. 
A suitable person for this duty would be a Justice of the Peace or a member of the Royal 
Canadian Mounted or Provincial Police. A more or less permanent arrangement of this kind 
might be necessary in some cases. The Department is prepared to pay a reasonable fee for 
this duty, on the Agent’s recommendation. The report of the Board, in any case, must reach 


the Department through the Indian Agent’s office. 


This inquiry is not designed to take the place of, or prevent, any other inquiry, including 


an inquest, which may be required by law 


If the pupil died as the result of an accident, the Indian Agent is required to take the state- 


ments of the witnesses of the accident, and attach them to this memorandum.

6 writer has been Principal of Christie Indian Residential School since 
February; 1929. In the course of these more than five years of experience in Indian 
affairs on the West Coast, I have frequently had occasion to wonder how it was pos- 
sible that the injustice that has been perpetrated upon Catholic rights, as regards 
the Indians on the West Coast, was permitted to continue to exist without anything 
being done to correct it. It has been suggested to me thet very likely this state 
of affairs exists because those high in euthority had never had the matter brought 
to their attention. It is this suggestion that hae prompted my addressing thie let- 
ter to you, and I do so in the hopes you will interest yourself in having the facts 
stated investigated and the wrong righted if these facts are found to be es repre- 


sented. 


“Vancouver Island and Its Missions" by the first missionary of the West 
Caost, Father Brabant, is a reliable chronicle of the beginnings of the missions 
amongst the Indians of the West Coast and of subsequent events. Unfortunately, 
only one copy of it is to be found at Christie School and no other seems available; 
but "Reminiscenses of the West Coast of Vancouver Island" by Father Charles Moser, 
which is little more than a later edition of the work, is being forwarded to you, 
and in it you will be able to find corroberation of the facts which are mentioned 
as being at bottom of the injustice to Catholic rights to which thie letter would 
respectfully call your attention. 


Summarized, the facts are these: 


(1) Catholic priests were the first missionaries on the West 
Coast arriving in the year 1874; 

(2) They labored faithfully under the direction of, and assist- 
ed by, their bishop, doing all that could reasonably be ex- 
pected, considering the times and the circumstances, to civ- 
ilize and Christianize the natives; 

(3) The Catholic Church, as represented by Her Bishop and these 
missioneries, never deserted the field nor interrupted her 
activities amongst these Indians. 


The injustice to which I would call your attention consists in this: that 
seventeen years after having found the missions and administered to them amidst much 
labor and hardship, the Catholic Church should have her field inveded by the Protest- 
ant missionary, who must heave realized from the fact that, with most of the children 
baptized Catholic and the adults either already received into the church or being 
prepared for such a step, he could only entertain hopae of success to the extent that 
he could prey upon the legitimate preserve of the Catholic Church,

Perpetuating this injustice and its logical consequences to Catholic in- 
terests as concegns the northern section of this agency is the United Church Ind- 
jen Residential school at Ahousaht, which, as Father Brabant, in his original mem- 
oirs,states was established “between two missions having & resident priest,” and 
which, as these memoirs plainly show, wes being, as well as had been, administered 
to by these priests. There are ten tribes to be found between the village of Opit- 
seht of the Clayoquot Indian tribe in the vicinity of Tofino at the south, and of 
Kyuquot, reservation of the Kyuquot Indiens, to the north, All of these with the 
exception of Ahousaht are still considered Catholic tribes and are administered to 
by Catholic priests. The United Church establishment at Ahousaht forms a wedge sep- 
arating half of the Catholic population to be found in the seven tribes to the north 
from the other half of the Catholic population fHomed by the two tribes to the south. 


Furthermore, since this school should, from the nature of the circumstances, 
have but the one tribe of Ahousaht to draw from for its children, the result can eas~ 
ily be conjectured. As its numbers begin to decrease, it will be foreed more and 
more, if numbers in attendance are to justify its existence, to prey upon the child- 
ren of Catholic parents and Catholic tribes es it has so much done in the past, as 
witness the presence at Ahouseht School, when the writer arrived, of one third of 
the total attendance being children of Catholic parents; and of the presence in the 
school at the present time of more than ten such. 


It is easy to understand, therefore, why controversies, strife, jealousies, 
aifficulties, proselytizing, defections are continually in evidence affording little 
edification to the natives, retarding and, to & great extent, nullifying the efforts 
of both the Department and religion to promote the welfare of the Indian.

Please accept my sincere thanks for 
your letter of December 26 and for the photographs 
enclosed therewith. 


It is evicent, from the appearance 
of these girls and from the letter received by you 
from Mr. Eisenharét, that you are doing spleneid work 
in the development of your pupils physically es vell 
as mentally. I 4m particularly interested in physical 
ecvlture or physical éevelopment anc frecuently express 
regret that ve have not been able to do more in the 
organization of physical culture classes at our 
residential schools throughout the Dominion. 


T read with interest your comments 
on the dangers associatec with the trensportation of 
children to and from the Christie School. These dangers 
must be very real to you and to the members of your 
staff. It would appear from the records here, however, 
that we have been perticulerly fortunate and that there 
has been no loss of life reportec to the Depertment at 
any time in recent years. 


It is unnecessary to state that any 
recuest you may make in due course for a grant necessary 
to help you provide for transportation costs will be 
sympathetically reviewed by the officials of this Branch. 
I would not be frank with you, horever, if I did not 
state that in my judgment it is going to be exceedingly 
difficult for us to secure from Parliament the funds

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required to maintain our educational institutions 

in the future in the sense that we have maintained 

them in the past. We are, as you know, fighting 

at this time for our survival and almost every 

service is subordinated to the Nation's war effort. 

I think you will agree with me that the Government 

has been very liberal until now in providing 
educational facilities for the Indian population. 

With the funds at our disposal limited, with requests 
for help steadily multiplying and with the Indian 

pupil enrolment increasing at the rate of ancroximately 
300 pupils per annum, it is not an easy thins to pass 
jucgment and reach decisions on the recuests before us 
from time to time. We do feel, however, that a period 
as critical as this demands devotion and self-sacrifice 
on the part of all of us. 


I want to thank you very heartily 
on behalf of the staff here for the work you are doing 
at the Christie School. Summaries of the reports 
reaching this Branch, of your school, have been sent 
forward from time to time to the ‘inister for his 
information. 


May I embrace this opportunity to 
wish you, the members of your staff and the pupils 
in attendance at your school a very hapny and 
prosperous New Year.

I am in receipt of your letter of 
Tune ©, with reference to the per capits a! lorance 
of the Christie (Kekewis) Inéian Residential Sehool. 


For some years past the Department has 
only includec in the snnusl estimates ao vercentaze of 
the amount thet would be recutred if a‘l Indian 
residential schools in Canada had their full enrolment 
throuzhout the academic year. This policy was first 
adopted in the fiseal year 1955-54, et which time the 
average attendance at ail Indian residential schools 

es only 9°% of the authorized enrolment and, therefore, 
the amount voted was suffictent to meet per capita crent 
payments. 


However, in the last two or three years 
practically ell Indian residential sehools have enro! lec 
their full authorized number of pupils and in many ecses 
heve been carrying several pupils more than their 
authorized pupilare. As a result the averaze attendance 
at all Indian residential schools for the past year has 
greatly increased. On the other hanc, despite the return 
last year of the 5% deduction, the percentace of the 
actual appropriation provided by Parliament remains the 
same. Consequently, the amount provided for per capita 
grants will not permit our paying more than 9°.°4% of 
the authorized punpilage at any [Indian residential sehool. 
I regret that this contingency has arisen but due to 
present conditions it is impossible to remedy it.

2. Avoid lettering that is hard to read. Use letters that 
are bold in character and easily read at a distance.

4. Do not attempt to put too much in your poster, and 
make your design fill the space fully. If you use outlines on 
your colored areas make these outlines quite heavy, at least

5. Remember that your poster is not of much value un 
less it tells the humane and world-kinship message effectively 
A good slogan counts in judging the posters 


6. It will help considerably if you set your poster up a 
few yards away and see if it carries well. Good posters should 
be easy to read at a distance of ten feet or more. 


7. Posters may be made either 14 x 22 inches or 12 x 18 
inches, according to sizes of construction or poster paper 
available.

I wish to acknowledge receipt of your letter, file 
159-0-1, dated 18th January, 1946, in which you make enquiries as to 
the availability of the RCAF hospital at Tofino far use as an Indian 
Residential School. 


This hospital is situated a few miles from RCAF 
Station, Tofino, and was constructed as a casualty hospital during 
the Japanese throat of 1942. It was to be available for all Services. 


Plans indicate that there will be no further 
requirement for 4 hospital of this size in the area, insofar as this 
Department is concerned. 


It is the intention of this Department, therefore, 
to declare the hospital surplus to requiremontse Provided the 
Departments of National Defence (Naval Service and Army) have no 
requirement for the facilities and that the Wartime Committee on 
Hospitalization does not consider the hospital is required to continue 
in operation as such, the building will likely be made available to 
your Department through the Crown Assets Allocation Committee.

I am advised that your Department has been 
considering the purchase of the RCAF hospital at Tofino, 
B.C. as a possible site for the Christie Indian Residential 
School, which is presently located at Kakawis, B.C., and 
it was intended, if you went ahead with this project, that 
the Kakawis School would be abandoned and the students 
transferred to the RCAF hospital at Long Beach, Tofino. 


You are probably not aware that this hospital 
site is on the famous Long Beach which has long been held 
as a possible tourist resort, and that the property on 
which this hospital is located was donated as a patriotic 
gesture by Mr. A. C. Lovekin, who owns considerable adjoining 
property. It is felt that this property should not be sold 
by the War Assets Corporation to your Department for Indian 
Residential School purposes, as there is no doubt that such 
a course would prejudice the value of the adjoining property 
for summer resort purposes. 


I had already written to the Principal, 
Father Mulvihill, of the Christie's Indian Residential 
School, suggesting that he would be better advised to have 
his school located at Ucluelet, where the War Assets Corpora- 
tion have numerous buildings suitable for his purpose, and 
where there is also agricultural ground which the Tofino 
site does not have.

Dear Mr. Yates: 


I have hesitated to reply to your 
letter of June 3rd until now in the hope that I would 
secure additional information with respect to the 
establishment of an Indian residential school on the 
hospital site at Long Beach, Vancouver Island.

In this connection, I may state 
that it is somewhat unusual to have an objection to the 
establishment of an Indian residential school in any dis- 
triet; in fact, petitions reach us from time to time for 
the establishment of such schools in or near comparatively 
large centres. The Mohawk Institute at Brantford, Ontario, 
for example, is located in the city of Brantford, and the 
Brandon residential school is close to the eity of Brandon,

I have beenadvised, and I consider it to be imperatively necessary as a 
public duty to make a sincere appeal to your Honourable Camittee, to 

take guch action as may be necesary at your most early cenvenience, 80 

that the former RCAF Hospital at Long Beach on the west coast of Vancouver 
Island in the provines of B.C. may be transferred to the Department of 
Indian Affairs to be used as an Indian Residential school. 

The present Indian Kkesidential sehool is not far away, is an old building 

a fire trap, and not accessable by road, and when the Seas are rough it is 
impessible to land food and other supplies.

My client, Mre Ae Ce Lovekin, of Long Beach, 
Vancouver,Island, B.C., donated a ten-acre parcel of 
land to the Crown for the purpose of use as @ hospital 
in connection with the Royal Canadian Air Force Station 
at Long Beach.

It is perhaps difficult for officials at Ottawa to 
realize the tremendous depreciation which such use would 
cause to the value of Mr. Lovekin's remaining property, but 
when I inform you that Mr. Lovekin chose this site in 
preference to all other property in Vancouver Island for the 
purpose of building his home, and when so chosen he ox- 
pended a sun considerably in excess of $10,000.00 in 
the construction of the home, you will gain a better real- 
ization of my argument in this respecte I should also 
point out that there is any amount of property suitable 
for school purposes in the vicinity of Tofino, or Long 
Beach, the use of which would not depreciate valuable 
property to the extent that the proposal now under con- 
sideration would do if carried out. 


The Director has asked me to inform him of 
Mr. Lovekin's desire in respect to the buildings constructed 
for hospital purposes on the said property,and asking if 
he, Mr. Lovekin, wished the buildings dismantled and moved 
from the sites or if he would be prepared to allow the 
buildings to remain and be used for purposes other than 
the education of the Indian children of the District.

Dear Sir: Re: Long Beach Hospital site. 


In reply to your letter of July 4th, 1946, 
enquiring as to whether it was Mr. Lovekin's desire that the 
building should be dismantled and removed from the site, I 
have to say that Mr. Lovekin has no desire to see this done 
at this time, but if that were the only alternative to a 
mission school then decidedly his wish would be to have the 
buildings removed, 


However, as I pointed out in my former 
letter, it is contended that inasmuch as the property was 
donated by Mr. Lovekin to the Crown for hospital purposes, 
and in the belief that it would be permanently used for that 
purpose, the Crown should reconvey the property to him now 
that it is no longer required for that purpose. Zny other 
use or disposition of the land would be most unjust. 


I can quite understand that petitions 
reach your Department for the establishment of mission schools 
comparatively near large centres. The two situations however 
are entirely different. In Mr. Lovekin's case, out of loyalty 
he donated a ten acre parcel of waterfront property out of 
the same lot on which he had built his home, which is situated 
on one of the most desirable locations on Long Beach. 


Any school established on this property 
would most decidedly deteriorate the value of his remaining 
home property. Residents of the area agree on this subject 
and some of them have also written to the Member of Parliament 
representing Alberni District voicing strong protest. The 
Member himself, knowing the situation at Long Beach agrees with 
them on this subject as he has stated by letter to me. 
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In your letter you state that if the buildings 
should be transferred to the War Assets Corporation they would 
probably be sold by tender to the highest bidder. I under- 
stand that the matter is already in the hands of the Crown 
Assets Allocation Committee according to a letter received 
from the Deputy Minister of National Defence for Air. In 
the event that the War Assets Corporation takes over the 
buildings and can dispose of them only under bids received, 
Mr. Lovekin might consider making a bid. Mr. Lovekin's son 
is making a journey to Long Beach and will report on his 
inspection of the buildings on his return to Victoria. It 
is expected that the son sill make his inspection during the 
next thirty days and I will be writing the Crown Assets 
Allocation Commission on his return. 


In closing I wish to make it clear that Mr, 
Lovekin is primarily concerned with the use of the land 
and that if the Crown abandons its use as a hospital site, 
it should not put the land to any other use but should re- 
convey it. If the Crown should, however, wish to dispose 
of the buildings by public tender, that is satisfactory to 
Mr. Lovekin so long as the title to the land ig reconveyed 
to him. Any bid to be submitted by Mr. Lovekin will be 
dependent upon the report made as to the value of the build- 
ings from Mr, Lovekin's viewpoint.

My dear Mr. Phelan: 


As you know, this school through possibly no fault 
of the Department, was poorly situated, as far as sea approach 
to it is concerned. It appears that the serf and the waves, 
during storms and the Winter season, are so strong that it has 
been found inadvisable to build a wharf or any kind of protec- 
tion for boats having freight to unload. 


At the wesent time, all freight is loaded at Tofino 
in the large mission boat, then unloaded in a barge or smaller 
row-boat and carried by the school help toshore. This method 
of freighting applied to all visitors as well. I am informed 
that, due to the hardship of reaching Kakawis, your Commis- 
sioner has never visited the school. 


You will admit that this condition create hardships 
which it is harly fair to ask a Principal and school staff to 
bear indefinitely. 


One method, and possibly the ohly one to improve 
these conditions, would be the building of a road from the 
school to the Indian village were wharfage could easily be 
secured and boats tied in safety. I believe that such a 
road might be build for at the most $10,000, The distance 
is not more than two miles and $5,000 per mile would be a 
very fair price. I would therefore ask the Department to 
include this amount in next year's estimates. 


The pupilage is inferior to the capacity of the school 
and should be increased. The number of pupils in the neighbor- 
hood who are asking for admission is quite large and an increase 
of 20 pupils would partially answer their demand. I would 
therefore ask the Department to also include a sufficient amount 
for this purpose in next year's estimates.

Dear Sir;- 
To my greatest consternation I learn today from the 
Indian Agent ,Mr.Neile,that the allowance which vou kind 
ly seoured for our institution for a permanent water 
supply would lapse with end of the fiseal year unless 
the work be in some stage of advancement. Were I not 
sure that the oversight of not informing me of this con _ 
dition was due to Mr.Guillod's iliness,I should feel 
very mich aggrieved over it. 
In point of fact I had an expert from Victoria out 
here in May looking over the grounds;another party I 
had engaged to locate the tank,I myself leveled, surveyed 
and measured the pipe line. To save expense T did not 
want to begin operations before the rainy season cane 
to a slose,unfortunately very late this year. As I had 
agreed to do the work with some of the pupils,I did not 
consider it advisable or practicable to send the boys 
out in the rain into the wet woods and into the then ex- 
isting swamps. Since July the pupils have slashed a 
good distance of the trail through the woois where the 
pipe line goes through. In about a week the trail will 
be finished and we shall then be ready to lay the pipe 
in case the pipe will arrive in time. I have the order 
for pipe & other material placed in the hands of my rep- 
resentative in Victoria a month ago,but have not heard 
from the party if he actually awarded the order to any 
of the bidders or not. Of course,had I been forewarned 
& been reminded of the Department's rule regarding such 
allowances, should not at all have delayed placing the 
order for the required material before the expiration 
of the fiscal year. If you know what remains for me to be 
done under the ciroumstances I shall be very grateful for

Dear Sir,- 

I have the honor to inform you and the Depertment 
that our institution very badly needs better accomodations for 
laundrying purposes. The necessity of a larger laundry makes it- 
self felt not only at present, but has been apparent from the very 
date the wate the school was opened seven years ago. Just like 
the main @firet) building 4t had been designed too small, In a 
space of 13 x 22 feet eighteen to twenty pupils have to do the 
washing with part of this space being ocoupied by the laundry 
stove. The remaining portion of the present laundry is taken up 
by a drying eloset and stove, which drying system though, I may 
be permitted to mention right here, is an utter failure. 

While painfully aware of these insufficient end imperfeot 

conditions for the whole time of my incumbency, I had contemplat- 
ed to better them as soon as the necessary additions for the 
proper housing of the pupils and the employees should be complet- 

ed. Though the latter object is accomplished, still I am not in 
@ position, owing to a considerable {ndebtedness for buildings and 

equipment, to provide sufficient laundrying facilities for at least 
two years to come. For this,I appeal to the Department for aid to 

enable me to do this and I most urgently ask for an appropriation 

of fifteen hundred dollars for the purpose. 

The building of the proposed laundry of 25 x 50 feet will 

cost at least $957.48 for material alone without extra labor. 

The equipment of necessary labor saving appliances will 
cost from four hundred fifty dollars to five hundred dollars. 

The totel cost of materiel alone wathout allowing anything 
for extra labor will be in the neighborhood of fifteen hundred 
dollars.

I beg to explein however that I do not consider myself 
{nfealible in the preperation of this estimate as I had to make 
it myself without assistance of competent paritées and it may 
want correction for all I know, although I made it to the best 
of Hnowledge and according to information I was able to obtain 
with no mean difficulty. This difficulty of obtaining informa- 
tion is responsible for the delay of submitting the estimate at 
an earlier date. 

Of course it is my intention to have the work done by the 
instructor and his apprentices, but for brick work it will be ne- 
cessary to hire extra help. 

When I ask for an equipment of some laundrying appliances 
I do not want you or the Department to infer that hand washing 
is to be replaced by machine work. By no means, but I think that 
the boys, especially the large ones on whom falls the burden of 
washing, migkt be more profitably employed at trades or clearing 
land the two or three halfdays whenever the heavier washing is 
to be done. 

With the presaat facilities, once a month from es hundred to 
a hundred and twenty bed sheets are to be washed, they should be 
washed however twice a month. Every two weeks some sixty night 
gowns, forty girls'(over-all)aprons, thirty boys’ jumpers, and 
every week in addition to the regular week's washing some twen- 
ty overalls require washing. 

The appliances, asked for, are intended only to save time 
and labor, and with the use of them for the heavier washing the 
pupils will not be dispensed with from the usual weeks washing. 

During the wet season it is practically impossible to dry 
the clothes in the open air, and a drying closet is an imperative 
necessity for this country. I installed dryer, made in Montreal, 


years ago at a cost of two hundred dollars but the system

has never given the least satisfaction. The draws however can 
be used for the new dryer and save that portion of the expense, 
The draws are not included in the estimate for new dryer. 

Rg the Hand Power Extractor, thie is not an absolute ne- 
cessity, but it is a most useful and economical machine saving 
labor and clothes, and drying clothes to a degree not attained 
by any kin@ of common wringer. Because it wrings out the clothes 
almost dry, I consider it a desideratum for our wet climate. The 
estimate is for the heaviest hand power machineg, there are cheap- 
er and inferior ones in the market. 

I beg to state that the estimate of laundry appliances is 
not absolutely correot, but it is as nearly as I could make it 
from catalogues of Chicago firms / Unfortunately I have not been 
able to secure catalogue and prices from Canadian(Toronto) 
houses. Again the allowances for freight may vary slightly. 

Commending this my respectful application for grant for 
a new laundry and its equipment to your serious and favorable

Dear Sir,- 

Since writing my application for a grant of fifteen 
hundred dollars for the erection and equipment of a new laun- 
dry, Mr.Robt.M/Ogilvie ,Architeot of the Indian Department, 
has been here on a visit, and he advised a low pressure steam 
system for operating the dryer and providing hot water and boil- 
ing of clothes. 

If how pressure steam does not come under the law 
rediring a licensed engineer or fireman, of course this system is 
far superior to a heating system by stove of the dryer as well 
as to boiling clothes in the old fashioned wash boiler and much 
quicker in operation. 

The steam generster would then supersede the drying 
and hot water heating stove and also the Clothes boiler with 
necessary brick work. The location of the steam generator or 
boiler in consequence entails an alteration in the division 
of the space of the building. 

In any case I would respectfully request that plan 
of the laundry building, interior arrangement, etc{ be submitted 
to Mr.Ogilvie, of whoee absolute competency I am fully convinced

Theré is another condition which affects an increase 
in the cost and of which T was utterly ignorent two years ago, 
and this is that some of the laundry appliances manufactured 
by Canadian concerns are mugh inferior to U.S.machinory, which 
however on account of duty come higher in price. 

As to stean boiler this could be bought perhaps 8 
hundred or more dollars cheaper in the Rast, but the B.C. laws 
will not allow eastern or U.S.makes in the ~rovince without 
almost impossible requirenents, and B.C.boilers in consequence 
cost nearly twice 4s moh “Sutside makes. 

I pray the Department most earnestly to allow our 
institution the additional grant to cover the exaess of exper- 
aiture stated above.

While 
the Indian Act, Sub-section 3 of Section 9, states that the 
Superintendent General may provide the transportation, it is not 
the intention to pay indiscriminately in each ease. The 
Principal should understand that, where parents are able to do 
so, it is expected that they will provide the cost of transporte 
ation expenses for their children, In cases of orphan and 
destitute children, where there is no one to provide their fares, 
the Department will undertake the payment. 


You should inform the Principal that he should collect 
from the parents, when possible, sufficient funis to cover the 
cost of the transportation of their children to and from the

;ENERAL REMARKS, 


This school has been very greatly improved during the 
last three or four years. There are added one new 
recreation hall for boys also a recreation hall for girls 
which gives accommodation for ten additional beds over 
the hall - three excelent bath tubs - s good classroom, 
with plenty of light. An Indian house has also been 
built at a cost of $300.00. This is for the use of In- 
dian people who come to see their children and often 
remain over night. The exterior of the schoolhouse 

was also painted at a cost of $525,00. 


The laundry work is done by machine and a new stove for 
heating the irons was installed recently.

on behalf of the department of Indian Affairs, it has 
not been possible, up to the present time, for me to 
send an engineer to Vancouver Island to make this 
inspection. As soon as my engineers return from 
field work in the Williams Lake agency, arrangements 
will be made to have this investigation carried out 


and report submitted. 


It had been originally planned to have this 
investigation made during the summer months but so 
much work was assigned to us by the Department of 
Indian Affairs on irrigation projects during that 


period, it has not been possible to carry out the 
different investigations on the coast as planned. 
These investigations may be carried out during the 
winter months when it is not possible to proceed 
with work in the interior." 


I trust that this explanation will prove 
satisfactory.

The school is situated on Meares Inland 
in Clayoquot Sound on the West Coast of Vancouwer 
Island. Clayoquot village, the nearest community, 
is several miles distant by water. The accompany ing 
plan shows the layout of the school property. ‘The 
buildings are all of frame constructing and I am 
informed that the school population numbers about 
eighty. 
PRESENT WATER SYSTEM 

The source of the present water supply is 
Brother creek at a distance of about three-fourths 
of a mile from the school. A tank of about 10,000 
gallons capacity forms a small reserve from which 
the school is supplied by a 2 inch iron pipe. The 
present supply is quite adequate for domestic pur- 
poses but affords practically no fire protection. 
The pipe is laid on the eurface as I presume the 
cost of burying it at the time it was laid was con- 
sidered too great. As a result it has suffered to 
some extent from corrosion but with some repairs 


would supply domestic requirements for some years 
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yet. The present licence, Cole 3453, held in 
the name of Christie school, is for 5000 gallons 
per day for domestic use. 
SURELY OF NATER 

Brother creek ric cs on the side of the 
mountain to the north of the school. It consists 
of a number of small springs which join together 
at a point immediately above the present intake. 
The flow,according to my information,has been fair- 
ly regular for the past ten years, although during 
an occasional dry year the supply becomes low. lure 
ing the greater part of the year, however, the flow 
varies between 0.5 and 1.5 cubic feet per second. 

The quality of the water is very good and 
no doubt it will remain unpolluted for many years 
as from tho nature of the country it may be assumed 
that the watershed will remain uninhabited. 

The supply of water is adequate for dom- 
estic use and for fire protection purposes. 
WATER REGU IR SMEN zs 

Water requirements for domestic use amount 
to approximately 5000 gallons per day and for fire 
protection purposes a supply of not less than 400 
gallons per minute should be available to supply 
two fire streams. Application has been made to the 
provincial Water Rights Branch for the use of 
330,000 gallons per day from Brother creek to supp- 


lement the present licence. 


PROPOSED WATER SYSTEM

To replice the present system with one of 
sufficient capacity to provide adequate fire protec- 
tion would cost $7875.00. 

The accompanying plan shows the layout of 
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the scheme suggested. 

The system proposed would have the same 
gource of supply with a storage reserve of sufficient 
capacity to provide for two fire streams at low stages 

For fire protection purposes a supply of 
400 gepem. would be available at 53 lbs. pressure to 
outside hydrants and at slightly less pressure to 
those located inside the buildings. 

The three outside hydrants are to be pro- 
vided with small shelter houses and each equipped vith 
100 feet of 24 inch hose and nozzle. The inside 
hydrents are placed two each on the lower two floors

The new pipeline installation will provide 
305 KeWe at very small additional cost. With an 
extension of the pipeline for 165 feet, a total 
effective head of 160 foet may be realized. 

The present electric lighting plant, a 32 
volt Delco, has outlived itu usefulness, and has 
been replaced by a 5 Ke'ie Lister Standard lighting 
syetem, consisting of generator and battery set. This 
set, however, is expensive to operate and it is con- 
sidered that a saving of $250.00 per year could be 
effected by the installation of a Pléton driven 
generator capable of using the surplus water for about 
9 mopths in the year when the lighting load is heav- 
feste The gasoline plant under such conditions 
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might be used merely as a standby for battery 
charging purposes when the water reached very low 
atages. The cost of this extra electric plant 
would be $1400.00.

The storage works are to consist of a 
concrete reservoir 7'x16'x30", of 25,000 gallons 
Capacity, built on the side hill to which it is 
proposed to divert the creek through a small 
screened settling basin adjoining the tank. 

Prom the reservoir an 8 inch wood stave 
pipeline 3710* long is to be constructed to the 
school. The distribution pipes to hydrants are 
reduced to 6 inch wood stave and the domestic 
supply is provided for by three service pipes, 
one of 1 inch and two of one inch. ‘The inside 
hydrante are connected to the main line by 2%" 
iron pipe equipped with shut off valves. Provis- 
ion is made for the extension of the pipe line to 
a@ power house a short distance from the school. 

Excavation for the pipe line will be 
expensive as there are numerous rock ridges to be 
crossed. The intermediate ground is mostly muskeg. 
In this it is proposed to lay the pipe on corduroy 
and provide the cover from borrow. 

The cost of transportation of material 
will be high as large boats must stand off about 
one-fourth mile and lighter freight ashore. Sbip- 
ment of material must be made in several consign- 
ments as facilities for handling are very limited. 

The material will all have to be packed 
onto the job as there is no means of transportation 
available on the island. 
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The most suitable time for undertaking 
this work would be in midsummer as there is no 
accomodation at the school for the labor required. 
Transportation and working conditions will alse 
be better at this season.

Memorandum F4 
DR. SOOTT. 


There is an item of $4,000 in the Main Estimates 
for a much needed water supply system for the Christie 
Indian Residential School. The Dominion Water Power Branch 
recently reported on a scheme which would give adequate 
domestic and fire protection supply and would light the 
buildings electrically. The proposed improvements are 
§5°278, than originally contemplated and the estimate is 

275. 


As you directed, I wrote to the Rev. Principal, 
recapitulating the recommendation of the Dominion Water 
Power Branch and asking if the school management would be 
prepared to meet the expenditure over and above the amount 
appropriated. The Department is now in receipt ofa 
telegram from Father Calmus, agreeing to the scheme and 
urging that work begin as soon as possible, as the old 
piping from the hill is in bad condition. If fire should 
break out, the results would likely be serious if the 
water supply failed. 


I wish to recommend that the Dominion Water 
Power Branch be requested to proceed with the work 
immediately and that the funds necessary over and above 
the $4,000 be deducted from the per capita grant, in 
instalments. I am satisfied that the Rev. Principal will 
agree to this method of payment.

The total cost of enlarging the water system and the 
electric lighting plant at tne Christie Industrial School was 
estimated by the Director of the Dominion Water Power Branch at 
$9275.00. He stated in his report that,if a Pelton driven 
senerator were installed for the purpose of using the surplus 
water, it would effect a saving of about $250.00 a year, and 
might effect a saving during the life-time of the plant of 
$5,000.00, which might reasonably be set against the first cost 
of installation, Apparently the estimate of cost covered the 
Pelton generator. 


The amount provided in the Estimates was $4,000.00, and 
a cheque for that amount was sent forward on the lst Aucust. It 
was agreed that the cost over and above that amount would be 
leducted in instalments from the per capita earnings of the 
school. Jpon the request of the Director, a further advance 
$5,000.00 was made on the 8th August. 


No accounts in support of enditure on the water syst 
etc., have as yet been received at the Department. 


fhe per capita grant to the school for September 
has not as yet been paid.

works being done at Christie School, Kakawis, 
under the supervision of the Serviee for the 
Department of Indian Affairs. 


The works, which inolude Water Supply 
System and Eleotric Lighting Plant, have not yet 
been completed ani I am, therefore, unable to 
furnish you with exact final costs. It is expected, 
however, that the job will be canpleted for approx- 
imately the amount estimated, namely $9275.00, of 
which $6057.00 is estimated for material. The 
labour is being carried out by As Thomasen, Vancouver, 
under contract at a cost of $2300.00 plus $4.00 per 
cubic yard for any rock that the supervising engineer 
may require excavated. I understand that Mr. 
Thomasen is earrying out the work partly with his 
own men and partly with labour hired locally. 


We are informed that the cost of the above 
works is to be borne jointly by the Department of 
Indian Affairs and the authorities of Christie School, 
the Indian Department providing $4000.00 and the 
Christie School authorities, the balance.

The woits as proposed were installed 
with the exception of the concrete storage tank.

The system was tested out and worked 
satisfactorily.

Dear Sir: 


Permit me to thank you for your valued favor No. 1590-11, under date 
of the 3d instant. I very grateful to the Department for the sewing machines 
and for the cooperation and assistance it promises me in the matter of manual 
training. In accordance with the recommendations contained in your letter I will, 
as soon as I have given more thought and study to the matter, submit to Mr. Frost 
@ detailed list and estimated cost of what is required to carry out our program 
of instruction in carpentry and internal combustion and marine engines. I t will 
be possible, I am quite certain, to have the same instructor handle both classes. 


May I respectfully request the Department to reconsider the number of 
sewing machines it has seen fit to send the Christie School? It seems to me, 
there must be some misunderstanding. The matter was gone over very carefully by 
the I ndian Agent, Mr. Frost, and myself with the Sister in charge of our sewing 
department, and we cut down our needs to the very limit of what was deemed neces- 
sary to carry on the class efficiently and without disorganizing seriously the 
girls' department--s0 easily done because of the unsatisfactory conditions here 
and over which we have no control. 


Furthermore, in taking over this position, I am most desirous to train 
our boys and girls well in the work they will be called upon to do after leaving 


{ school; and I can't conceive, after the encouraging tone of your letter as regards 


training of boys in their subjects, the Department handicapping me in my efforts 
for the girls for the sake of two sewing machines, unless there be some misunder- 


standing. 


And it is only because I feel certain that there is a misunderstanding 
that I am making bold to trouble the Department to rehear the situation. I am 
sure after this explanation it will reconsider the matter and oblige the school as 

per my original request. 


Mr. Frost visited the school recently in company with a plumbing expert. 
His report will, no doubt, reach you shortly. I am sure that if Mr. Frost pre- 
sents the situation as he found it, which I have no reason to believe he will not, 
it will be evident to the Department what real suffering and hardship were under- 
gone by the children during the months of February and March when the heating sys- 
tem in the school ceased to function and was pronounced beyond repair by those 
called in to make repairs. 


I do not hesitate to say that to compel these children to endure another 
winter of such misery would be nothing short of criminal. And that is precisely 
what will happen unless the Department takes action. The school itself is simply 
unable to remedy the situation because of the financial embarrassment created 
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( hristie Indian Residential Sehoo!

Dear Bishop ©'Donnell: 


I have Your Lordship'’s letter of the 20th 
ultimo, with reference to eonditions at the Christie 
Indian Kesidential Sehool. There are no funds avail- 
able for the purpose of erecting a new school on a new 
site, and it is quite uncertain when the necessary 
appropriation could be provided. The ve partment 
realises that the existing school buildings are not 
fireproof; but every reasonable assistance has been 
given in the matter of fire extinguishers and fire 
escapes. further, domestic water supply, whioh will 
give some protection from fire, hae lately been 
installed at considerable eost. Your Lordship may 
inform the Keverend Principal that, if there are any 
other precautions nocessary to minimise the hasard in 
eonnection with the loss of life by fire, he should 
make a recommendation to the Department without delay.

Gentlemen: 


I feel it my duty as the new Principal of C hristie Indian Residential 
School to place before she Department for ite consideration the following facts: 


At this writing the school is in arrears to the amount of over 
$8,000.00. Half of this indebtedness embraces grocery, feed, repair 
bills unpaid; the other half, salary obligations unfulfilled. 

My predecessor in office installed a water system with the con- 
sent of the Department costing $9,275.00--the institution paying $5,275.00, 
the Department $4,000.00 of the cost. 

He also installed a lighting system at a cost of $5,000.00, which, 
there is sufficient evidence on hand to prove, was an absolute necessity. 

This is precisely the extent of the school's indebtedness. The 
correspondence with the Department on file in this office seems to indi- 
cate that the Department would have conducted and paid the cost of both 
installations, had it been approached in the proper manner. 


It requires no argument fran me to demonstrate that the institution, be- 
ing saddled with this indebtedness, is working a discouraging hardship on the 
staff, is interfering with the work of the school, and, to the extent that it is 
depriving them of the attention and care they have a right to from the school to 
which the Department directs them, it is inflicting an injustice upon the Catho- 
lic Indian children of this agency. 


What I would ask of the Department is, will it not take steps at once 
to refund the amount involved? To refuse to do so, it apperas to me, is to punish 
the staff and the children for the error in procedure which my predecessor apparent 
committed, since, in its last analysis, that would seem to be all that stands be- 
tween the school being in debt and out of debt.

Mr, Agent Frost, Port Alberni, has, at the request of 
the Department, reported on the condition of the fire escape 
facilities at the Christie Indian Residential School. He 
atates that the ladder that has been in use as a fire escape for 
the boys is now in auch a condition that it is unsafe. I have 
to request that you will arrang*® as soon aa poasible for the in- 
etallation of adequate fire eacape facilities «ut this school. 
The Department will leave this matter in your hands to eee that 
adequate facilities are provided for escape from the building in 
case of fire. Mr, Agent Frost, in his report, only mentioned 
the fire sacape for the boys, but it may be that other escapes 
are required for the use of the giris. You will, no doubt, be 
able to arrange for the installation of fire escapes that will 
meet the requirements in all respects, at a reasonable cost. 
After the work has been completed to your satisfaction, you 
should forward a certified ascount, in duplicate, in the usual 
manner covering the cost.

» I have the honour to advise the Department 
» that I accompanied Mr,A.S.Hanna,Plumbing and Heating mechanic 
“on his survey of the Christie Indian Residentail School on 
April 5th and 6th, 


His detqiled estimates of the improvements 
necessary for that school are enclosed herewith,for the 
Department,s information, 


In view of the fact that this school is owned 
by the Missionary Society,I would respectfully suggest for 
the Department,s consideration that one of the Government 
Architect,s be requested to survey the school and examine 
the improvements suggested and the estimated cost of same, 
as the expenditure is considerable. 


Re the question of improvement in fire escape 
facilities, I beg to state that the ladder that has been in 
use as a fire escape for the boys at this school is now in 
such a condition that it is unsafe,It is a ladder leading from 
the upper floor direct to the ground a distance of about 45 
feet,when this ladder was sound it was a means of escape 
that could be used by boys in the day time with comaprative 
safety,but the material of which the ladder is constructed 
has deteriorated by weather to the point at which it is unsafe 
at any time,and when this is replaced,an aparatus that compl- 
ies with the Provincial Regulations governing same should 
be installed,On my last visit to the school I tried the ladder 
and one of the rungs broke under my weight amd the ladder itse- 
1f showed signs of calapse,and with a number of boys on it at 
one and the same time it would be decidedly unsafe as their 
weight would be far gmeater than mine.

Report on Christie School 
Kakawis,5.C. The heating boiler is worn out past repair and 
will have to be replaced by sectional boiler,The new addition 
to the school is not properly heated ,The ground floor has 4 
fire place with coils in it,by this means the water for the 
radiator on the first floor is heated,this is very MMM TARE 
unsatisfactory,flow and return mains should be run from the 
heating boiler to the new addition,Radiators put in on the 
ground floor and coupled up with the radiators on the first 
floore 


The shower baths in the basket ball hall should be remo- 
ved to the boys basement. 


The boys closets should be re-arranged so that they do 
not open on the hall way between the kitchen and boys dining 
room. 


The present plumbing is badly in need of a general over- 
haul ,2 broken clost bowls and tanks also several seats should 
be replaced by new ones and several new basin taps. 

There is no Septic Tank,to take care of the discharge 
from the drains,all empties into a small stream close by fhe sc 
school and is causing a nuisance.A septic tank should be built 
large enough to to take care of the school,with a 200 foot disc- 
harge drain,this tank and drain could be built by the larger 
poyse 

The Leupare machine is past repairing,it is full of rotten 
holes and W have to be replaced by a new one.A Simplex 
Troner should be installed at the same time,hand irioning is 
too slow for a school of this size,especially where the irons 
have to be heated on a stove. 


Two large hot water tanks should be installed in the main 
building,for the baths and basins,and one in the laundry ,There 
is a 30 gallon boiler in the laundry now,it does not hold enough 
water to half fill the washing machine. 


The new boiler ,raiators,fittings,and flange unions to 
connect the new boiler to present system,valves on the flow and 
return syatmm mains to contron aifferent sections of the plant, 
the installing of the new boiler,cutting up of the old boiler 
to get it out of the basement,changing the shower baths an h, 
boys closets,two hot water takks,new washing machine and Groner 
overhauling the plumbing and radiation in the new addition W 
cost approximately three thousand nine hundred twentyfive dollars,

Reverend Sir: 


I wish to refer to that portion of your letter 
of the 17th ultimo which is relative to the heating plant 
at the Christie Indian Residential Sehool. I have not 
yet received any special report from Mr. Frost in this 
connection; but I may say that there are no funds avail- 
able thie year for major improvements at your school. 
This is the first information that the Department has 
received that the heating plant was not funotioning in 
an adequate mamer. 


I have also your letter of the 19th ultimo, 
which was forwarded by His Lordship the Bishop of 
Victoria. I note that the school has a deficit of 
Spproximately $6,000.00, whieh has been caused partly 
by the installation of an electric lighting system and 
the Churoh share in the cost of the new water supply. 

I note your remark that the Department might have paid 
for these improvements if it had been approached in the 
proper manner, May I correct any misunderstanding at 
the outset by stating that your predecessor kept in 
close touch with the Department and ite officers and 
Was given as much assistance in connection with capital 
expenditure as could be granted in the circumstances. 

I regret that there are no funds for the purpose of 
Paying the debt at the school.

Dear Mr. Frost: 


I wish to refer to your 69/29 of May 4th, 
enclosing copy of a report on the saoteng and plumbing 
repairs required at the Christie Indian Kesidential School. 
It has been decided to have the necessary repairs under- 
taken, and you may engage Mr. A. S. Hanna, plumbing con- 
tractor, of Alberni. The recommendations in Mr. Hanna's 
report of April 25th should be a guide to him; but he will 
first discuss the improvements with the Reverend Father 
Victor. A septic tank, if necessary, should be built by 
the Larger boys at the school. In any case, the stream 
into which the sewage is discharged should be fenced off 
from the playground. 


The recommendations in the first four paragraphs 
of Mr. Hanna's letter are approved. The washer in the 
laundry may be replaced; but 1 cannot authorize a Simplex 
ironer. I understand that a new stove for heating irons 


ie necessary in the laundry. Two large hot water tanks 
should be installed in the main building and one in the 
laundry. 


You may authorise Mr. Hanna to undertake an 
expenditure of $3,500 for these purposes. It is under- 
stood that he will consult with the Keverend ’rineipal and 
meet his wishes, as long as the appropriation is not 
exceoded. I am enclosing a copy of this letter, whieh you 
pe hand to Mr. Hanna, for his guidance.

Approximately 1,000 towards 
be provided by the Church - the first estimate 
The Department asked the Domin 
a report, and they found that $9,000 
Reverend Principal was asked to provide $5,000 for the

The final arrangement was that the Department was to 
pay for the improvement and that $5,078.46 was to be deducted, 
by instalments, from the per capita grant. 


In February, last, Reverend Father Victor, 0. Ss. B., 
was appointed Principal, and he has made a real effort to 
grapple with the problems of the school and to serve our Roman 
Catholic wards on the west coast. He finds that the deductions 
from the per capita grant have crippled the echool financially, 
and further, that some improvements now must be made to the 
heating plant. I have been very favourably impressed by Father 
Victor, and, as funds are available in the current Appropriation 
to assist, I wish to recommend that he be relieved from this 
obligation to repay the $5,078.46 and that approximately 
$3,500 be expended in the necessary improvements to me chanical 
plant.
